This will allow Wilmington, if it 
chooses, to obtain Lowell Regional 
Transit Authority (LRTA) bus 
service. 

“Now it's up to the [Town of 
Wilmington], whomever they want 
to contract with," Miceli stated, 
adding that communities such as 
Billerica, which contracts for 
LRTA services, are very happy 
with those services. The

Planning board reviews 
town meeting articles

Opening salvos were fired at the 
planning board public hearing. 
These battles will mostly be 
»concluded on the gymnasium floor 
at Wilmington High School during 
Annual Town Meeting April 23. 

The planning board Tuesday night 
received explanations from Town 
Manager Michael Caira of various 
articles on the Town Warrant to be 
presented at Town Meeting. The 
board also entertained discussions 
led by petitioners seeking planning 
board approval of proposed town 
zoning changes through Town 
Meeting. 

In-@ taste of what is to come on the 
23rd, Marion Street Extension 
resident Christine Ondreicka 
reviewed the seven articles she has 
placed on the warrant. Five of the 
seven involve rezoning Official 
Town Maps 3, 4, 5, 15, and 16 from 
the present half-acre lots, or R-20 
zoning, to 1 1/3 acres, or R-60 
zoning. 

Ondreicka argued before the 
board and a gathering of close to 80 
townspeople that increasing the 


acreage of zoned lots will decrease 
the number of homes built in 
Wilmington and thus less liability 
and tax expense to town residents. 

She cited deficiencies in the 
Wilmington School System, 
including the School Committee 
proposed $575,000 Proposition 2 
1/2 override to reopen the Boutwell 
Elementary School to meet growing 
space needs problems. 

Ondreicka further pointed to what 
she considers potential and existing 
safety concerns, including those of 
clean drinking water, the lack of 
sidewalks and the presence” of 
narrow roads and a one lane bridge 
(on Butters Row) in the area - 
problems she contends would be 
exacerbated by future increased 
home development. 

Opponents in attendance Tuesday 
were comprised mainly of residents 
of the Chestnut Street area in South 
Wilmington bordering the Town of 
Burlington. These residents 


countered Ondreicka by saying her 
plan will exclude young Wilm- 
ington residents who wish to remain 
in the town and purchase homes.

a “very good conversation” 
regarding Wilmington bus service 
with LRTA Director Robert 
Kennedy. 

Headed for Ways and Means 
along with the bond bill is the 
provision Miceli spoke of that will 
provide communities with 
substantial Chapter 90 
reimbursement increases. Further, 
an amendment is expected that will 
grant cities and towns more options 
for Ch. 90 fund usage, something 
which might free budgeted town 
monies for use towards an LRTA 
contract. 

Still, Miceli contends he will keep 
trying to obtain state budgeted 
monies for local transportation, as 
well as push other issues - in the 
process quickly dusting aside any 
speculation he will seck the 


soon-to-be vacant seat of State 
Senator Robert C. Buell, 

Miceli said he will seek an 
amendment for local transportation 
funds when the House Ways and 
Means budget reaches the State 
House floor. Committee hearings 
began this week. 

In other Wilmington-related State 
Legislature happenings, Miceli said 
he is trying to get the Route 125 
lights project moving, indicating the 
Rte. 125-Andover Street lights 
should be intact in a matter of 
weeks. 

Miceli, a State House constant 
since 1978, is confident in this 
year's reelection bid. 

"We haven't heard anyone 
[challenging] yet,” he stated. "But 
we're always ready.”

Smoking ban 
proposed

The Wilmington Board of Health 
has scheduled a public hearing for 
5:30 p.m. on April 4 in the town 
hall auditorium on its proposed 
regulations concerning "tobacco 
control." 

The board of health is proposing 
to ban smoking in all buildings to 
which the public has a right of 
access, including restaurants and 
coffee shops. The proposal also 
targets beauty salons, barber shops 


and banks as places where smoking 


will be illegal. 
The proposed regulations do not 
impose upon the Ristuccia 


Exposition Center skating rink or 
Boomers pool hall. 

Also to be discussed at the board 
of health public hearing are 
proposed regulations on massage 
therapy. Late last year the 
Less-Stress Wellness Center = 
specializing in message therapy - 
opened for business in Wilmington. 


Wilmington's smoking 
cessation program 


Cigarette smoking is the leading 
cause of preventable death and 
disease in Massachusetts, causing an 
estimated 11,000 deaths each year. 
This is far more deaths than are 
expected to occur from alcohol, 
auto accidents, A.I.D.S., and illicit 
drug use combined. Prevention of 
these tobacco related deaths is one

$100,000 separately from your 
Qualified Plan/Keogh Plan 
deposits and’ from other accounts 
at the same bank. Under the new 
regulations, the FDIC combines 
coverage on all your retirement 
accounts, with a $100,000 limit. 
(Non-retirement accounts 
continue to be insured separately 
from the rétirement accounts.) If 
you have multiple retirement 
accounts that aggregate more than 
$100,000, it would be wise to 
move some of the money to 
another financial institution. 

Certificates of deposit that were 
opened before December 19, or 
renewed before that date, continue 
to be covered under the old rules 
until they are rolled over or 
renewed.

Town bylaws and zoning 
regulations have been trampled as 
carelessly as neighbors peace of 
mind by the state through the 
auspices of the Department of 
Mental Retardation.Only the State 
could place four or more 
non-owner, non-related residents in 
this home in a non-commercial 
zone. If you or I wished to rent our 
homes we would be limited to three 
unless we were planning to be the 
fourth ourselves. Neither could we

Wilmington residents to vote No on 
the Proposition 2 1/2 override in the 
elections on April 16. 

First, let's look at the issue of 
taxes. The proponents of the 
override would have you believe 
that the cost would be only $43 per 
year or less than a dollar a week.

The average home in 
Wilmington is assessed at 
approximately $157,000 and you 
already pay about $1,770 per year

The complete grand tour of Corsica 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Corsica is an island in the 
Mediterranean, southerly of France 
and westerly of Italy. The residents, 
it is said, are of mixed Italian and 
French ancestry. 

Among the natives of the island 
was Napoleon Bonaparte, he who 
became the conqueror of much of 
Europe, and whose name will live 
on forever. Napoleon had an 
interesting history which, one can 
Say, started because as a young 
soldier he received an appointment 
to a French military school. 

The story ends at Waterloo in 
1815. 

This writer visited Corsica several 
times during the days of World War 
TI, not to learn about Napoleon, but 
to deliver French Colonial soldiers 
to the island. They were interesting 
visits. One factor, correct or not, is 
that Eleanor Roosevelt, (Mrs. FDR) 
was reputed to have been on the 
island at about the time of the visits 
that this writer made. 

No. He never saw Eleanor. 

Sixty years ago Eleanor, and her 
husband Franklin D. lived in the 
White House. Eleanor was just 
naturally an active lady. Daily she 
wrote a report which she called "My 
Day," and that report found itself 


into one of the more prominent 
New York daily papers. 

Another column, written by a 
capable journalist, and a man who 
had an active sense of humor, also 
found itself in a daily New York 
paper. In a sense it was a 
counterpart to "My Day." Many 
daily newspaper readers would 
chortle, at times, over the two 
columns. 

Then, one Sunday morning, there 
was an unpleasant activity at a place 
called Pearl Harbor. Frankie, 
Eleanor, and many other persons 
found themselves in a war which 
spread rapidly to other countries. 

In November 1943 occurred what 
was known as The Landings in 
Africa. United States soldiers and 
soldiers of the French Colonial 
Armies became engaged in combat 
in countries named Morocco, 
Algeria and Tunisia with soldiers 
wearing the uniforms of the 
German Army. 

Eleanor, it was said, suddenly 
found herself engaged in a new 
self-imposed task. She devoted 
herself to making certain that the 
American soldiers were not to be 
exposed to certain sexual vices of 
those countries. The United States,

being in the position of an 
“conquering” country, the task was 
a little easier. 

This writer was in command of 
one of the many United States ships 
which were engaged in transporting 
materials and soldiers across the 
ocean. From time to time he carried 
hundreds of French Colonial 
soldiers from ports like Oran, in 
northern Africa, to Naples, in Italy. 
Thee was a lot of warfare ashore in 


Italy, but this writer had nothing to 
do with such activity. 

He just kept returning to Oran, for 
more French Colonial soldiers. On 
occasion he returned to the United 
States for more ship supplies, and 
for more American soldiers, 

He never heard of the reported 
activities of Eleanor, and how she 
was said to be closing down certain 
activities ashore. His job was to 
carry more soldiers, to more places. 
The fact that this writer happens to 
speak the French language did make 
that task easier. 

As time went on American, 
British, etc. soldiers landed in 
northern France and French 
Colonials and other troops were 
landing on islands in the 
Mediterranean. Corsica was one of 
those islands. This writer made 
several trips to Ajaccio, the capital 
of Corsica as the war drew toward 
an end. 

The: picture one gets from the 
stories is of a "united" effort. 
Somehow this description does not 
quite fulfill the picture at Corsica. 

A rear admiral in the French Navy 
decided that the time had come to 
"free" the port of Ajaccio - or so it 
seems. This writer had already 
visited that port. The admiral 
ordered 15 French troop transports, 
and five French men-of-war to 
capture that port. At least, that is 
the story this writer heard. 

Then one of the French transports 
was unable to make that voyage. 

A French lieutenant told the 
admiral of having been a passenger 
on the ship this writer commanded, 
and how the writer was able to 
speak French. This writer then was 


ordered to proceed to the French 
base, Algiers, and become a part of 
that convoy. 

The voyage to Ajaccio was 
pleasant. 

There, waiting on the pier, were a 
number of French officers who had 
been passengers on the ship 
commanded by the writer. They had 
a collection of Jeeps, and a lot of 
foodstuffs for a picnic. They were 
waiting for the captain to dock his 
ship, when everyone could go up to 
the mountains for a picnic. 

Can the reader imagine a more 
pleasant greeting for a visitor to 
Corsica? 

Every one of those officers and 
the captain piled into those Jeeps and 
started off. That was when this 
writer learned of what can be 
described as the principal activity of 
Eleanor. 

But Eleanor was said to have been 
informed, emphatically, that she 
had no right or authority to "close 
down" the local businesses. 

The laws of France and of 
Corsica, she was said to have been 
informed, did not allow any other 
country to impose its will. Corsican 
laws would be enforced, and no 
other. 

The only thing that Eleanor could 
do, this writer was told,was to find 
an American Lieutenant, and to 
prevail upon that officer to station 
some GIs in front of these 
"forbidden" places. Let those 
soldiers wear blue, on their helmets, 
to distinguish them from other 
American soldiers. 

Nothing was to be seen of 
Eleanor. This writer was entirely 
dependent on the stories of the 
French officers, none of which 
could be regarded as being "first 
hand." 

The officers enjoyed themselves, 
pointing out the "American" 
sentries in their blue helmets. The 
Jeeps went on, up into the 
mountains, Several hours were 
spent eating at the picnic, after 
which the Jeeps returned to Ajaccio. 

Was she ever in Ajaccio? No one 
saw Eleanor.

User fees are fair 


During the last few weeks, I have been hearing whisper after 
whisper of how parents of the town of Wilmington are outraged 


over WHS Athletic Director James Gillis and his proposed users 


"fees for athletes. 

Currently, the WHS user fee is $100.00 per athlete, per sport. 
What is the big deal? 

Gillis has to have. the user fee money because their is no- 
absolutely no money in the athletic department’s budget. What 
else is he going to do? 

For this past year and the upcoming year (tentative amount) the 
WHS athletic budget is under $83,000. Consider how the budget 
is broken down. Here’s a list. 

There are three parts to the total budget. Transportation, sup- 
plies and salaries. Let’s first take the salaries. 

If a varsity coach (estimated cost) makes between $3,000 and 
$3,500 per sport and multiply that by 18 (full time head coaches) 

that amounts to about $55,000. That is not including assistant 
coaches. 

Now if you consider (approximately 10 paid assistants) are paid 
between $1,500 and $2,000 that amounts to $15,000+ and brings 
the total near $70,000. With only $12,000 left to pay for new 
uniforms, supplies (volleyballs, pucks, baseballs, footballs, etc.) 
referees, transportation, ice rentals, (usually $14,000 but cut in 
half by the Wilmington Arena Authority) grounds keepers, scor- 
ers, ticket takers there is than less than a nickel left. 

In 1989, the budget was approximately $230,000. In five years 
the budget has been slashed to $83,000. Jimmy Gillis has noi 
dropped a single program, hasn’t bought any new uniforms (the 
hockey parents paid for the new shirts this year) and still manages 
to keep the budget without dropping anything. 

With all of that, we still hear parents complaining about the user 
fees? Only by charging user fees and enlisting an enormous 
amount of cooperation from supporters running fund-raisers, 
Gillis has been able to pay for the buses, referees, the basketball 
you watch a player heave up for a three pointer. 

In Tewksbury, the supplies budgetis (approximately) $41 000. 
Without user fees and fund raisers Gillis would have a budget of 
$12,000 for both supplies and transportation. Quite a difference,

Try something new this Vernal new year 


by Bill Conlon 

The Spring has sprung, launching 
a new year by the pagan reckoning, 
so why not try something new in the 
outdoors for the new year? 

In ancient times, a year was based 
on the growing cycle of the Earth, 
or by astronomical data. The Spring 
officially began Sunday afternoon, 
when the sun crossed the Equator, so 
the Earth has been reborn, in the old 
way of thinking. 

So Happy New Year! Now, what 
Tesolutions are you going to make 
for the pagan new year? 

Learn fly fishing -- You can 
outfit yourself with a workable fly 
fishing set-up for under $50, or you 
can go hog wild with a split-bamboo 
rod, famous-name dry flies — the 
works, Save the big bucks for later, 
however, Start off small. 

Several tackle manufacturers offer 
an "all-in-one-package" fly fishing 
outfit at a reasonable price, and they 


are great for learning. The ready- 
to-go packages are balanced for the 
rod, reel and line, and all you'll need 
to enjoy fly fishing are a few flies or 
Poppers to mess around with. 

Fly fishing doesn't need to involve 
precise "match the hatch" flies plied 
upon a legendary stream such as the 
Beaverkill, You can have a ball just 
catching sunfish in the shallows ona 
fly rod, and the fight a bluegill will 
put up matches anything that a brook 
trout of equal weight can offer. 

Besides, pond fishing offers more 
open space for your back-casts, and 
learning to cast a fly-rod is difficult 
at best. It takes years of practice to 
lay down a perfect roll cast through 
a hole in the brush, and a pond has 
plenty of "elbow room” for learning 
how to cast. 

After you've learned the basics of 
fly fishing, you can try wading the 
Swift River in Central Mass., fishing 
for trout. The Swift, and several of 


Massachusetts’ finer trout streams, 
are worth the drive. 

Take up archery -- A compound 
bow can be bought second-hand for 
about $100, but plan to spend $200, 
since you'll also need arrows, target 
points, a finger tab or glove, a slap 
guard and a foam target. Buy your 
gear at a reputable archery shop and 
they'll be able answer questions such 
as tuning the bow, selecting the right 
arrow weight, sights, etc. 

Then it's simply practice, practice 
and more practice. 

Once you can hit the target with a 
degree of consistency, there are two 
main ways to play with your bow: 
Hunting or 3-D target shooting. 

Deer season with a bow begins in 
November, three full weeks prior to 
the shotgun season, and you get to 
wear camouflage, not blaze orange. 
Also, bow hunting is an automatic 
“doe permit" since archers can take 
one anterless deer per year without 


going through a lottery for the tag. 
Tough benefits to beat, aren't they? 


3-D archery involves shooting at 
life-sized foam targets in realistic 
settings. A 3-D course is rather like 
a woodlands golf course, with spots 
to stand and shoot, and there's your 
target dead ahead. You have to guess 
at the distance, and you get one shot 
to hit the target, hopefully in a vital 
spot. Sportsmen's clubs take pride 
in their 3-D courses (Tewksbury's 
has a target in the water -- a carp!) 
and there's a local 3-D tournament 
circuit for competition. Naturally, 
3-D shooting is considered a tune-up 
for the hunting season.. Twang!! 

Play Splatball -- As a kid, you 
played "Army" — all boys did — 
with the classic line of "Bang, bang, 
you're dead!" Want to play again? 
Only this time, you'll be facing adult 
opponents in camouflage clothes and 
carrying paintball guns, battling in 
the woods in a grown-up version of 


Capture the Flag. There are Paint- 
ball games in this area, (South Street 
in Tewksbury comes to mind) and it 
costs about $30 for a day spent in the 
woods, chasing and shooting at the 
enemy. 

Paintball guns were developed for 
the logging industry, to mark trees 
for cutting without having to walk 
up to each one. But the guns have a 
much more amusing use these days. 

A few years ago I went hunting 
with a guy who said he owned nine 
sets of camoflage for paintball, to 
match the season, He was wild about 
the pseudo-war game, and you can 
be too. My brother said he played 
once and used the skills learned in 
deer hunting, and it worked.

Corcoran reaches state 
Geography finals 


Matthew Corcoran, seventh grade 
student at the John W. Wynn Middle 
School in Tewksbury, advanced to 
the state final round of the National 
Geography Bee and had a chance at 
a $25,000 college scholarship, In 
January, Matthew won the school 
level bee where students answéred 
oral questions on geography. This 
was the first round in the sixth 
annual National Geography Bee, 
sponsored by National Geographic 
World, the Society's magazine for 
children, and Amtrak. Matthew 
later took a written test to qualify 
for the State Bee in which only 100 
of the top scores in the state are 
eligible to compete. This year the 
State Bee will be held at Clark 
University in Worcester Friday, 
April 8. 

The National Geographic Society 
with its co-sponsors will provide an 


all expense paid trip to Washington, 
D.C. for state champions and their 
teacher escorts to participate in the 
National Geography bee national 
championship May 24 and 25. The 
first place national winner will 
receive a $25,000 college 
scholarship; the second place 
winner, a $15,000 scholarship,and 
the third place winner, a $10,000 
scholarship. 

The Tewksbury Bee consisted of a 
Preliminary round of open 
competition in 6th, 7th and 8th 
grade classes that produced the 
students for the school finals. Then 
that group of contestants was 
narrowed to two finalists Matthew 
Corcoran (grade 7) and Andrew 
Mackenzie (grade 6). A wide range 
of geographic questions challenged 
both young men to determine the 
school champion.

In the 
last four years, beginning in 
1990, when the zoo was closed by 
the state for financial reasons, 
over $100,000 has been raised by 
the Friends to contribute to the 
re-opening and new construction 
projects. 


I: two years ago someone 


November 12, 1990 is a signifi- 
cant date. That’s the day the zoo 
closed, but also marks the birth 
of the Friends. 

“We didn’t think we could 
stop the closing,” Friends Vice 
President Bee Russo said. “We 
set out to let people know where 
the animals had gone. Rumors 
circulated that the animals were 
killed off, which was not the 
case. People felt close to many 
of the animals. We could have 
all said goodbye for the last 
time.” 

The Dukakis administration 
was looking for ways to save 
money in the late 1980s and first 
on the chopping block was the 
Stone Zoo, along with the the 
Franklin Park Zoo in Boston. In 
its closing years, the facility suf- 
fered.

“The state was looking at 
ways to save money,” Russo 
said. “It was a fiscal crunch 
combined with a declining facili- 
ty. The facility was really 
deplorable. There was no extra 
money in the state coffers. It 
was just not a priority.” 

As it turns out, hard work 
and community spirit prevailed. 
Friends members, consisting 
mostly of past volunteers at the 
zoo, decided to test the waters 
after the closing. They traveled 
to area towns to participate in 
flea markets, church fairs and 
all sorts of other community 
events, trying to determine what 
level of interest there was out- 
side Stoneham. 


“We found out that thousands 
of other people felt the same 
way we did,” Russo recalled. “It 
was incredible. It gave us the 
enthusiasm and reason to keep 
going.” They immediately put 
together a newsletter and sent it 
free to residents of area towns. 
It thrives today, keeping people 
up to date on the latest develop- 
ments at the zoo. 


The support came in many 
forms, not just money donations. 
“We have an army of volunteers 
who are ready, willing and able 
to do what it takes” to raise 
funds and keep improving the 
facility, Russo explained. Of 
course, money helps, but the 
majority of the donations were 
small. Add them up, however,

“A lot of little voices can 
come together to make a differ- 
ence,” Russo said. “You hear so 
much about how people don’t 
care these days, but it's not true. 
People care very much. It 
restores your faith in the gener 
al public.” 


With the show of support, the 
Friends looked to local politi- 
cians to pull a few strings. 
Governor William Weld 
expressed interest in privatizing 
many state-funded services, so 
the Friends pushed for it. Sen 
Richard Tisei (R-Wakefield) is a 
close political ally of Weld and 
used his influence to privatize 
the zoo. 

Curator Sandy Elliot and 
Assistant Curator Mike Wells 
have been credited for “literally 
keeping the place going while it 
was closed to the public,” Russo 
said. They took care of one of 
Stone Zoo’s most prized posses 
sions, “Major,” a 17-year-old 
Polar bear. 


The Commonwealth Zoologi 
cal Corporation (CZC) presently 
manages both the Franklin Park 
and Stone Zoos. The Friends 
coordinates its efforts with the 
CZC, and both groups are over 
seeing the new construction 
plans.
